defendant claims the answer of a garnishee, in any court of record of

Peea v ewnl thig state, and it shall appear by the answer of the gar-
nishee, or by affidavit, that any other person than the
defendant claims the property in the hands of the gar-
nishee, or the indebtedness due from him, or any in-
terest thorein, the court may make an order requiring
such adverse claimant to appear and assert and main-
tain his rights in the premises, and may order notice
to be given to him in any usual and proper manner;
and if the persons so notified shall not appear and
maintain their right to said property and indebtedness,
they shall be forever barred from asserting any claim
thereto ; and the garnishee may, under the order of the
court, deposit the amount of his indebtedness with the
clerk of the court where the action is pending, or de-
liver the property to such person as the court may di-
rect ; and such garnishee shall therempon be released
from any further liability to any person on account
thereof.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect from and aftex
its passage.
